To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Strood  Rural  District  Council* 

Mr*  Chairman ,  Mrs*  Wright  and  Gentlemen , 

Each  year  a  report  is  prepared  on  the  state  of 
community  health  in  the  administrative  area  of  the 
Rural  District  Council o  The  Rural  District  is  not 
an  entity  of  natural  selection  but  comprises  some 
dozen  villages  and  overspill  areas  adjacent  to  urban 
growth  and  its  steadily  increasing  population  now 
nearing  AO , 000  mark  is  an  indication  of  the  urban 
dwellers  desire  for  the  more  salubrious  environment 
of  the  countryside  rather  than  an  expansion  of  a 
circumscribed  population* 

One  would 5  therefore,  expect  that  the  statistics 
presented  in  the  report  would  indicate  a  healthy  state 
for  the  district  and  this  is  generally  the  case,  apart 
from  a  death  rate  in  infants  under  one  year  of  age 
which  was  well  above  the  national  average, and  the  increase 
in  cases  of  Tuberculosis  notified,  for  the  first  time. 

There  are,  however,  many  gaps  in  our  knowledge,  with 
little  insight  into  the  incidence  of  chronic  ailments 
either  mental  or  physical  in  the  area,  for  being  a 
sanitary  authority  we  do  not  have  access  to  information 
which  may  be  more  readily  available  in  the  case  of  a 
local  health  author! ty«  In  many  parts  of  the  country 
there  has  been  a  change  of  emphasis  in  the  part  played 
by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  his  role  of  community 
health  advisor  as  problems  originating  in  the  environment 
become  less  demanding,  but  any  change  locally  will  have  to 
await  fundimental  reorganisation  of  local  government  as  this 
county  is  nearly  unique  in  being  the  last  outpost  of  the 
whole  time  sanitary -Mo0*Ho  in  the  country,  i«ec  where  the

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District  M.O.H,  has  no  role  in  the  local  health  authority 
organisation.

The  Registrar  General5s  mid  year 
estimate  indicated  the  steady  growth 
pattern  of  the  post  war  era  and  was 
2,690  in  excess  of  the  previous  year. 
The  population  of  the  Rural  District 
in  19^6  was  17^830  while  the  195^ 
figure  had  risen  to  23^20,  Any 
halt  to  the  steady  rise  in  population 
cannot  be  foreseen. 


This  was  an  increase  of  129  over  the 
previous  year  - s  total. 

The  Birth  Rate  per  1000  population 
(after  comparability  factor  was  applied) 
was  20*85  and  when  viewed  alongisde 
the  National  average  for  England  and 
Vales  of  17*7  was  obviously  favourable. 
Increase  in  total  births  over  total 
deaths  can,  therefore,  be  seen  to 
account  for  some  25^  of  the  increase 
in  population  in  the  Rural  District, 


The  Still  Birth  Rate  per  1000  total 
births  was  15*26  being  in  keeping  with 
the  National  figure  for  England  and 
Vales  of  15*4, 


INPANT  MORTALITY 

TOTAL  DEATHS  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  25*^7 

UNDER  1  YEAR  per  1000  total  live  births. 

For  England  and  Vales  the  figure  was 
19*0  per  1000  total  live  births® 

This  increase  in  the  total  of  infant 
deaths  was  the  only  disturbing  feature 
among  the  year  *  s  statistical  summary. 
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Included  in  the  total  of  infant  deaths 
were  16  who  died  within  the  first  month 
of  life*  Congenital  malformations  and 
other  defined  and  ill  defined  diseases 
were  responsible  for  15  deaths  the 
remaining  1  being  due  to  Gastro-Enteritis.

This  total  was  the  same  as  recorded  in 
the  previous  year’s  report  but  because 
of  the  increase  in  births  in  the  area 
the  Illegitimate  Birth  Rate  of  4*98  of 
the  total  births  was  below  the  previous 
y@ar0s  figure  and  well  below  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  of  7*88*  One 
illegitimate  infant  died  at  the  age  of 
7  months  with  Acute  Otitis  Media  and 
Acute  Bronchiolitis 0 


The  corrected  death  rate  was  11*6  per 
1000  population  being  fractionally  less 
than  the  national  figure  for  England 
and  Wales  of  11*7  per  1000  population*

WATER  SUPPLY 


Measles  again  accounted  for  the  large 
majority  of  notifications  with  266  cases. 
Whooping  Cough  was  responsible  for  a 
further  28  -  this  disease  which  had  been 
of  little  note  in  the  district  for  some 
years  may  possibly  cause  some  concern, 
and  b©  following  a  pattern  of  resurgence 
noted  elsewhere  in  the  Country. 

Other  infectious  diseases  accounted  for 
5  notifications  as  follows 

2  Food  Poisoning 
1  Dysentery 
1  Scarlet  Fever 
1  Pneumonia 


Eleven  new  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
and  two  of  non  Pulmonary  origin-  were 
notified.  This  was  the  highest  number 
notified  since  1962.  The  total  number 
remaining  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  at 
the  end  of  the  year  was  161  ?being  lower 
than  the  two  previous  years9  totals. 

This  decrease  was  due  to  removal  of  persons 
on  the  register  from  the  district  and 
recoveries. 

15  properties  were  found  to  be  unfit  for 
human  habitation  and  were  dealt  with 
under  the  Housing  Acts. 


The  total  number  of  houses  with  W.C.*s 
in  the  area  was  129004  out  of  a  total 
of  12 9 164.  Of  the  remaining,  151  houses 

had  pail  closets  and  9  had  privies. 

There  are  15  houses  in  the  district  which 
are  too  distant  from  the  mains  to  effect 
connection  reasonably  ecomonically  and 
have  their  own  private  supply.  Stand 
pipes  supply  a  further  53  houses  but 
otherwise  mains  water  supply  to  every 
house  is  the  rule.

NIGHT  AND  EVENING  SERVICE 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden 
or  housebound  and  have  no-one  to  assist  them  to  or ©pare  for  the  night 
and  includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink  and  attention 
to  fires o  Night  service  is  provided ,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks, 
unless  there  are  exceptional  circumstances 9  for  the  care  of  seriously 
ill  people  who  are  living  in  their  own  homes  and  need  attention  during 
the  nighto  In  some  cases  the  service  is  provided  for  one  to  three 
nights  a  week  to  give  relief  to  relatives « 

FAMILY  CAPE  SERVICE 


After  consultation  with  the  Children fs  Department,  this 
service  is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in  their 
own  home  during  the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission 
to  hospital  for  illness  or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances ® 
Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children 
is  involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months <> 

FAMILY  WELFARE  SERVICE 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parents ?  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are 
much  below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  live* 

The  three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standard  of 
living  of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to 
keep  the  families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up 0  Intensive  training 
for  a  period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a 
follow-up  service  for  nine  months  0  In  families  where  there  is  medical 
evidence  of  mental  subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after 
the  initial  period  of  three  months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than 
twelve  hours  a  week  until  the  youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school 
age* 


HEALTH  VISITORS 


These  officers  are  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice 
as  to  the  care  of  young  children ,  persons  suffering  from  illness 
and  expectant  and  nursing  mothers ,  and  as  to  the  measures  necessary 
to  prevent  the  spread  of  certain  infectious  diseases „ 

The  Health  Visitors  also  undertake  duties  in  connection  with 
the  School  Health  Service®
